DONE IN PHILADELPHIA

R the Inst five yeara there has been an
agitation fo* the restoration of the
carrying trade of Philadeiphia, and already
the movement Is displaying signs of bearing
frult. It is & problem that will only be
solved by the vears to come, whether the
port ever will regain (ta proud place as the
foremost In the United States.

The other day wa consldered tha caluses
that led to the fAight of the American fiag
from the xeas during the poriod of the Civil
War, ind now we might take a glance at
the alleged rensnns why Philadelphia, In
1820 the leading port of this country, should
surrender her place on the Ilst.

UR recent agitation was anticipated as

far back as the middle of the last cen-
tury, Great expectations from the comple-
{ion of the Pennsylvania Rallroad were com-
mon, It war believed the trans-Alleghenlan
line would pave the way for this Increase of
commerce and attempts were made (o In-
terest capital in the establishment of new
steamship lines between Philadeiphia and
Liverpool and lLondon,

The movement accomplished something;
new lines were ostablished, but they did not
prevent New York from forging consider-
ably ahead.

REMEMBER reading the very pointed

rensons for this diveraion of our trade
written by Hichard Rush, who had been our
Minister to London and to Parls and was a
patriotic and loyal Philadelphian, However,
he did not spare his compatriots In his ex-
planation of our loas of trade.

“New York,” he wrote to Job R. Tyson,
who was sending lelters to the nawspapers
In his enthuslastic attempt to arouse in-
terest in the plan, “Is awake to it all, Most
wisely has ghe kept awnke ever since De Witt
Clinton, the Livingstons and Gouverneur
Morris planned her first great canal, which
others ralled at as visfonary. Boston is
awake. All mankind are awake., A new
exlstence has been sprung upon the world.
We sleep on—sleep on-—sleep on, content,
delighted, at being the second Amerlecan clty
after having long been the first, and when
we could have become the first again, be-
cauge nature and geography have written It
down,

“We quletly and complacently turn away
from that decree. London is 60 miles or
more from the sea, and for a thousand years
had fourfold the difficultles of navigation in
reaching it through the Thames that Phila-
delphia had ever had in being reached
through the Delaware. The worst thought
of all is that we shall, in the end, find our-
selves in a worse place than to be only the
second city, if we go to sleep; since to be
falling back, relatively, in this age of prog-
reus, is, in effect, to sink.”

HE man who warned President Monroe

of the workings of the European alliance
that caused the enunciation of the now his-
toric Monroe Daoctrine did not mince matters
when calling his fellow townsmen to account
for their weakness.

In the course of the same movement, Wil-
llam Peter, the British Consul here, who had
been approached on the subject with the idea
of having hlin Interest British capital In
steamship lnes, wrote much the same thing,
but, of course, tempered his pen & little. He
put down the advance of New York to “su-
perfor pluck and energy.” “While Pennsvl-
vania has placed her chief rellance on lagis-
lntion," he ndded, “New York has placed
liers on self-cxertion.”

Thia taking account of stock could not have
been very agreenble to the Phlladelphians of
1550, but the course of treatment did them a
great deal of good. Job R. Tyson-attributed
the decline of our trade to quite other causes.
He declored that the State and private capl-
tal had frittered away many millians of dol-
lars In numerous canal schemes; that the
Erie Cannl had diverted the Western trade
from Philadelphia by reason of {ta continuous
route to the sea, while our Western connee-
tlon of part rail and part canal wns a dig-
tinet disadvintage to the commerce it had
beesn designed to nssiat.

HB DECLARED that a too cautious lLeg-
Islaturs had prevented banking capital
from bhelng more than one-fourth what
it was in New York, and that although the
Bank of the Unlted Btates was located In
Philadelphia it "dld not render such accom-
modations to the business community here
ns were favorable to ‘he growth of the for-
algn and the enlargement of the coasting
trade.”

With the completion of the Erle Canal
many of the most enterprising Philadelphia
marchanis transferred their business and
their capital to New York, and It was shown
that one-third of the investments In New
York shipping In 1850 was owned by Phila-
delphians.

Hn“']-:\'ER. even in those days this ecity
was the ohlef manufacturing ecity In
the country, and it was belisved that
when the Pannsyvivania Rallroad was com-
pleted and the primitive inclined planes and
canals were replaced by a contlnuous road.
bed, commeree would return to thias eikty.

The Pennsylvania Railrond was completed
in 1864, and its advent did prove a faetar in
bettering the comunerce of the port for a
quarter of # century, and then the carrying
trada began to fall off agaln

The outlook, however, 18 far brighter now
than it was when Richard Rush and others
were trying to arousa the civie pride of Phil.
andeiphla capitalisis 60 years ago.
